1. Anti-theft device for displaying goods in shops 
and department stores, comprising a container formed by a 
first part and a second part (£L0 , 11) hinged together, a 
lock slide (15, 15 r ) inside said first part, which includes 
at least one projection (20) And can be displaced manually 
between an engaged position in which the projection engages 
said second part to lock thef parts together in a closed 
position of the container, and a disengaged position 
allowing opening of the container, a latch mechanism (2 6,
